A re{erence to ſuch of my former dilpatc..cs, as tend to explun and enforce the im- 
portance, which his majeſty's confidential ſervants at ach to the forma: ion of a regular negro 
force in the Weſt-Indies, will render it umiecelaty for me to call your lordſhip's attention 
to ſuch means, as may be moſt conducive to raite uchi a regi nent. with the lea't poſſidle 
delay, and the ſtricteſt co y: His myjelty has been pleaſed to give the comman41 of. 
It to brigadier- general Whitelock, who is to be at liberty to enli free negroes, or people 
af colour, provided they can be procured tor the hounties uſually allowed tor r-cruiting in 
this country, and on this exprels condition, that they belong to the Britiſn iflands. 

As, however, it is thought that it will be extremely difficult to com lete this regiment, 
unleſs permiſſion is given to purchaſe, on the account of government, a portion of thoſe 
men of whom it is to conſiſt, your lor ſhip is hereby einpowered to reſort to that mode of 


| procuring them. in caſe it ſhould he ne ceſſary; and vou are alfo authorized, in that cale, 


to draw bills on the lords commiſſioners of his majeſty's tieaſury, for the * of the 
ſums you may be oblige to diſburig on that account, x 

hen it comes to be conſidered, that the propoſers of this meaſure can have no other 
object in view, than the eitabliſhment of a foree which ſhal be ſuitable to the: climate, and 
ſulficie:.t for the Cetence and fecutity of the iſland ; that experience has ſhewn the difficulty 
and uncertainty of keeping up ſuch a force h, recruits from Europe; and that it is impoſſi- 
le to augment it, in caſes of emergency, ſo as to enable it to act with promatitude and ef- 
fect; and when we are to recollect beſides, that we have to oppole the principles and dotrines 
introduced into the colonies by the French Republicans, a new, and certainly more formid- 
able, enemy, than any we have ever yet had to encounter, I thoald hope and believe, that 
vour lordihip would be able, not only to reconcile the legiſlature of Js to this mea- 
ſme; but to induce them to bear a conſiderable ſhare of the expence of it; and I am the 
more inclined to indulge this expectation, from the influence to which I think your lord— 
{21's conduQt ſHould entitle you. with both the branches of the legiilature, and from the 
gratitude they ought to feel for the exertions, this country is alwa's ready to make in their

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next; he is folly ſenſible, that the ſum propoſed by the houſe of aſſembly in Jamaica is 
greatly inadegvate, nor will it be poſſible for them to remain in this province, without a 
more ample and longer continued ſupport, which muſt be diſpenſed to their various caſes 
and wants, with an ability and knowledge derived from experience; the want of which will 
delay the good effects intended, although reſulting from an upright exerciſe of the beſt 
intentions and zeal in their intereſts: They have not yet overcome the apprehenſion cauſed 
by the extreme rigorous and unuſually long winter, and backward ſpring, which has on] 7 
this day given any pleaſant warmth; and both together have been three months longer 
than has been known ſince the ſettlement of Halifax, in the year 1749: Added to this, they 
unfortunately got an idea among them, of being embodied as ſoldiers for the Cape of Good 
. Hope and India, with their women and children, where, they lay, give us arms and ammu- 
nition, and put us on fhore, we will make room for ourſelves; that is, they will murder and 
plunder the inhabitants, if they could only live in the woods all the year round: Theſe 
impreſſions, for the preſent, a little unhinges their good difpoſitions to labour, but I truſt 
will ſubßde by degrees: T ley Tull attend public worſhip on Sundays, and twice a week 
they go to the clergyman, for explanations and inſtrudtions on the ſervice of the preceding 
Sundav ; and the children conſtantly at ſchool, learning to read and write, with decency 
.and eiligence: I am, therefore, induced to entreat your grace's favour towards the ſupport 
of the miſſionary or chaplain, and ſchoolmaſter, which 1 had the honour to ſolicit in my 
letter No. 41, amounting, in the whole, to 2401. per annum, ſterling : The gentlemen have 
faithtull\ and uſefully evforned their duty, and continue reſident therein, notwithſtanding 
the apprehenſions naturally excited by ſuch a people. J am, Sc.

Estract of a letter from the duke of Portland to fir John Mentrocriß, dated N hiteſiall, 12th 
Func, 1797. 

I have attentively conſidered the ſeveral circumſtances you have ſtated, relative to the 
-maroons, in No. 41 and 44, and can eaſily conceive, that the ſingular length and ſeve- 
rity of the late winter, joined to the deluſive hopes very improperly held out to them, of 
ſerving as a corps at the Cape of Good Hope, inſtead of preparing them for a mode of life fo 
different in all its functions from that to wluch they have been accuſtomed, muſt have made 
an impreſſion on their minds, extremely unfavourable to the plan laid down for their be- 
coming gradually domeſticated in the ſettlement allotted to them. The firſt thing, there- 
fore, to be done, is to ſet them right in regard to the ſtrange and irregular notions which 
have been inſinuated amongſt them, of ſerving at the Cape, and Giftinctly and unequivo- 
cally to explain to them the conduct they muſt purſue, and the duties they are on their 
parts to perform, within the colony, to render his majeſty's great benevolence to them 
eſſectual to the ends and purpoſes for which it is intended: With reſpect to the expence 


which may be incurred on their account, until ſuch time as they are able to provide for 


themſelves (which, of courſe, you will endeavour to effect in the leait poſſible ſpace of 
time), the amount of it muſt be defrayed by the iſland of Jamaica, conformably to the in- 
tentions originally expreiled by its legilature, at the time the Maroons were ſent to Nova-

legs: That 166 fick and lame were landed at Up-Park camp. the greater number of whom 
were ulcerated legs; and, from the diſtreſſed ſctuation in which they were, and having 
been for a long time withcut being able to procure neceſſaries, to ſupply them in ſuch a 
low ſtuation, it became requiſite to give regular ſupports and comforts to the men; that, 
by degrees. a debt of g8/. 11s. 14. was accumulated: 

That, from the-obſtinate and incurable ſtate of many of their ſores thirteen underwent 
the operation of amputation ; eleven of whom are alive, and embarked for Europe, with- 
out ever being troubled with fever, or ſpaſmodic affections, during the cure: Of the two 
that died, one was from a dy ſentery, the other of dropſy: | 

"That, to the L beral. but not waſteful, ſupport and nouriſhment given to the men, 
and the cool and airy ſituation in which they were placed, may be attributed the great ſuc- 
ceſs of the different amputations:
